Naval expérts here are greatly interested 
in the reported failure of the 110-ton guns 
carried by the British cruiser Ben Bow. 


’The United States has been arranging to 


build a gun of such heavy weight anc caliber 
as soon as practicable. It will be some time 
yet, possibly two or three years, before the 
construction of this big guh will be com- 
mericed, for it will take that time to complete 
the forges, which are now being made at 
Bethlehem, Pa. When a reporter asked Chief 
Clerk Sailor of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance 
whether the failure of the guns carried by 
the Ben Bow would affect the policy of this 
Government in tne construcuon of such big 
guns he replied: “O, notatall, The fact 
that the English guns have failed has noth- 
ing to do with the guns we propose to con- 
struct. Asamatter of fact the failure of 
Enogiish guns is not an uncommon occur- 
rence. Krupp, however, has built them suc- 
cessfully.” 

“Do you bélieve the new 110-ton gun the 


United States mtends to build will prove. 


successful?” 

“Of coursé it will. The inspection of the 
work of mating forges, which is now going 
on at Betulehem, Pa,1is so mgid and thor- 
ough that no other than a successful result 
can follow. It will be a long time, however, 
before the forges are delivered. They are 
not due for three years, and so you see the 
new 110-ton gun exists, so far, only on 
paper.” 

Commander Davis, the chief intelligence 
officer of the navy, said: “When I was at 
Malta last year I saw the Ben Bow and her 
guns were all right at that time.” 

“ Will this faliure result in the abandon- 
ment of these big guns by the English?” 

“Undoubtedly. The next heaviest gun is 
the 67-ton guy. This will take the place of 
the 110 or, more correctly, 111 ton guns. The 
service is much longer, for expemence has 
proven that a diminished caliber means a 
longer service for the gun. You see a dig 
gun like those on. the Ben Bow will only 
stand about 125 service rounds. The differ- 
ence in the penetration of the guns is very 
little. The larger one has a penetration of 
thiicty-four inches through wrought iron, and 
the 67-ton gin has a penetrating capacity of 
twenty-nine inches. So you see there is little 
difference in the two. lam of opinion that 
these successive failures of big guns will re- 
sult in their abanaonment by al! navies that 
possess tnem. While I do not know what 
the policy of our Government will be, still 
we try to benefit by the experiences of other 
nations.”

Mr. Lacey of Iowa has introduced the fol

last night about dusk. At 8 o’ciock this 
morning it bad reached the stage of joyous 
riot when a Chinaman begins to have fun. 
Clark street south of Van Buren was crowd- 
ed with happy Chibamen, and more happy 
Chinamen were bobbing in front of the 
pictures of the Joss in the Hip Lung 
store, Bow Wow Fung’s, Sam Moy’s, 
and other pleasaot resorts where Chicago 
Chinamen gather to smoxe and have a good 
time. All the shops Were lighted, red paper 
signs hungin the windows, friendly parties 
of Chinamen were tossing off cups of rice 
gin, while up-stairsiover the Hip Lung store 
a Chinese orchestra was laying itself out for 
the pleasure of twenty or thirty privileged 
Chinamen and a policeman from the Harri- 
son Street Station. 
EX-LIEUT. BOWLER HONORED. 

Yesterday morning was spent in preparing 
for the big jollification. In the back rooms 
of the stores paintings of the Joss were hung 
over little tables on which lay the sticks of 
incense to be burned later in his honor. The 
Chicago artist’s idea of the Chinese Joss re- 
sembied ex-Laeut James Bowler of the Des- 
plainges Street Station. It represents the 
Joss as @ tall man with a fierce eye, a pale, 
cold face, and a datk mustache anu goatee. 

Tne wealis of the shops were papered with 
pictures of scenes in Chinaland and other 
pictures of the Emperor. Cigar-dealer Sam 
Moy’s portrait of the Emperor made the big 
man look like a native of the County Mayo. 

“Who painted that picture for you, Sam, 
my lad?’ asked: Sergt. Dan Hogan of the 
cigar dealer, | 

‘** Mike Casey, down here on Clok street,” 
replied Sam Moy with a grin. 

“{ thought so," remarked Sergt. Hogan.

So there was a constant stream of Chiha- 
men éntering Sam. Moy’s all day yesterday, 
and Sam Moy’s face wore.a smile of supreme 
content. When a customer entered he bowed 
to Sam Moy and said: “Kunog-hi.” Sam 
Moy bowed to the customer and replied 
“ Kung-hi,” which means: “I am your ever- 
lasting servant. I bumbly bow myself at 
your feet. I offer you my sincerest wishes 
for a bappy year. May the moon love you. 
May your head mingle with the stars. May 
peace aad prosperity be yours.”

The customer pe@id his bill and Sam Moy 
handed him a cup of gin and a five-cent 
cigar,. Another customer came in a little 
while later: The same salutations were ex- 
changed, and. he, too, sat down toacup of 
gin and a Cigar. .

His deputies were instructed to 
cover every section of the  cily 
and note the names of liquor-seliers, procure 
evidence to sustain their sworn statement, 
and to file affidavits covering all the circum- 
stances. On the strength of these papers in- 
formations will be filed before a Justice of 
the Peace in the morning, and warrants will 
be issued charging the defendants with des- 
ecrating the Sabbath. As there are already 
from two to three ‘similar charges standing 
in abeyance against each keeper of a liquor 
or beer saloon pending the decision of the 
Supreme Court an additional charge or two 
cuts no figure. 

Lawyer Edgar Caypless, attorney tor the 
Saloonkeepers’ Association, thinks that the 
State law regulating houses of ill-fame dnd 
saloons does not apply to the city, and on 
that issue he has successfully stood off all 
suits waged against his clients. 

In the First Ward, the toughest quarter of 
Denver, only three out of ‘forty-four saloons 
invited business. Uthers failea to open, or 
closed on hearing the Sheriff’s order. First- 
class whisky saloons wereali running in the 
business district. 


TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE WILfH A BUCK. 


A Massachusetts Sporteaman Nearly Killed 
While Hunting tn Maine. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—Alan- 
son Haslam, a prominent Waltham sports- 
man, has just had a terrible experience with 
a buck which he attempted to kill in North- 
ern Maine. The buck was a handsome 
specimen, about 8 years old. Haslam 
attempted to cut the animai’s throat 
after he had wounded it. The buck made a 
dash for him, and the hunter was only able 
to save his life by grabbing the buck’s horns. 
Back and forth they swayed, the eyes of the 
buck shooting fire in his madness, and 
for fully five minutes they hela 
their. position, neither gaining an 
advantage.

It 1886 there were 6,065 practicing physi- 
cians i this State. The revised list which 
the State Board of Health has just prepared 
shows. that there are now about6,500. As 
the povulation of Dlinois fails short of four 
millions it appears that there are not over 
680 men, women, and chuidrea to each medi- 
cine man, or that there are more doctors 
than there is any urgent need of, except dur- 
ing an influenza season, when the percentage 
of sicxfiess is enormously increased. It aiso 
that since 1886 the num of phy- 


sicians in this county has increased over 500, 


while in sixty-one rurai counties there bas 
been a falling off of 170. This is another in- 
dication that, while the population of this 
city has increased with gréat rapidity, that 
of the country districts of Lllinois hes re- 
mained stationary or grown more healthy. 
The total number of doctors in this county in 
1886 was 1,870. Since then there has been & 
gain of nearly 40 per cent, which seems al- 
‘most incredible. Medical men admit that 
the profession is increasing faster than is 
needed and wouid be glad if they could find 
some way to lessen the rush into their ranks, 
gs they are now secking to do in Germany. 


Mayor Creeier and some of his subordi- 
mates have been looking over the lands in 
Hyde Park which are under water about 
haif the year to see if they can devise some 
plan for draining them.

‘Phere are, on the other hand, numerons 
favorable indications. They are the same 
that marked the last six mouths of 1889. The 
movements of trade are rapid and on a large 
scale 1m all parts of the country. This tactis 
proven by the iarge business of the railways 
and by the swelling totals of the bank clear- 
ing-houses in all the financial centers. Money 
iseverywhere in active demand, dnd it is 
wanted for commercial and industrial pur- 
poses. This factis significant. Speculation, 
whether in produce or in securities, is abso- 
lutely dead. The expansion of bank loans 
must therefore be regarded as evidence 
that capital’ is confident of legitimate 
rewards. This is & most encouraging feét- 
ure of the present situation. It is reflected 
in the magnitude of the building operations 
and various extensive urban improvements 
now being carried on, both in Eastern and 
Western cities. Labor is weil employed, and 
no outbreak of dissatisfaction seems likely 
in the near future. The management of 
nations! finances is known to be in com- 
petent hanas, and the Nation’s trade with 
other countries is favorabie in every impor- 
tant respect. With capital confident, iabor 
contented, and the money supply ample, as 
at present, nothing but accident can make 
1890 a black year if prudence is exercised and 
speculative tendencies are repressed. 


MORSE’S ASSAULT 4 THE INTER-STATE 
A 

Congressman Morse of Massachusetts, with 
the interest of his watered-stock hoiding con- 
stituents in mind, has introduced two bills in 
the House—one for the entire repeal of the 
Inter-State act and the other for the elimina- 
tion of the short-haul section. Appearing be- 
fore the Committee on Commerce to advocate 
these measures Morse made a speech startling 
in ites ignorantor audacious misrepresenta- 
tion of well-established facts. Among ovher 
things he said: 


The law had, to a large extent, stopped rail- 
road development and building. Good authori- 
ties estimated that it had caused a sbrinkage 
of over $200,000,000 in railroad values, with- 
out any compensating advantage to the péeo- 

le. The old custom of nominal rates for long 
Ronis bad resuited in an interchange of commod- 


ities and products throughout the 
to the common advantage of the whole country. 
Under the operations of the Inter-State law this 
conditaon of thangs is reversed. 


Now that the country is well supplied with 
railroads the effect of the Inter-State act in 
checking the building of “ nickel-platung”’ 
and neediess lines, and the pouring forth of 
chromos on which the people must supply in- 
terest and dividends, has been an unmixed 
benefit both to the carriers and the public. 
At tne time of the adoption of the act over- 
construction was the great evil affecting the 
railroads. No hne was safe from the par- 
allel and “nickel-plate” schemers, ‘who built 
new lines “to float bonds, not for traffic,’’ 
thus blackmailing and robbing established 
systems, and leading on the public unjusti- 
fiable burdens in fixed charges. It was one 
of the prime virtues of the Inter-State 
act that it laid a heavy hand on the railroad 
wreckers and stopped the practice eupho- 
niously styled “speculative railroad building’”’ 
by which needless lines were constructed 
and stocks and bonds foisted on the public. 
Nor 1s it any ground of objection to the law 
that 1¢ squeezed some 6f the water out of 
chromo stocks witich made it necessary to 
impose unredsonably high rates tw obtain 
revenues On pretended capital not actually in- 
vested. The depreciation of bogus stocks 
might have been five times as great without 
impairing honest investments in railroad 
property. The public is under no obligauon 
to supply revenues on fraudulent stocks 
issued in violation of law and represent- 
ing nothiag but water. 

For fifty vears in dealing with railroads 
the peopie of this country abandoned the 
common law principle of regulating the 
charges of common carriers and iooked 
te whe principle of competition to do 
with the transportation companies what it 
does with private business. It was found, 
however, that “ where combination is possi- 
ble competition is impossible,’ aad that the 
rule which worked weil in private business 
did not apply to the transportation companies, 
which were ia the nature of monopolies and 
combined to fleece shippers while often fight- 
ing to injure each other, but never to benefit 
the public. A cujthroat war at a competing 
point required the levying of extortonate 
rates elsewhere to make up the loss. Ina 
“war” the roads slashed at competitors with 
one hand and gouged the public with the 
other. Shippers and localities were favored 
with rebates or discriminated against at will 
or in many cases as might best suit the per- 
sonal greed or animosity of managers. There 
was no such thing as fair and beneficial com- 
petition, and after loug suffering the people 
found they must provide governmental reg- 
ulation and not aliow railroad carriers a 
license permitted in no other country. Fol- 
lowing the various measures of State regu- 
lation came the Inter-State act, and, consid- 
ering the difficulties of the situation and the 
complicauons with which the measure had 
to deal, it has operated in a manner surpass- 
ing the expectations of its most sanguine ad- 
vocates. 

Mr. Morse said further: 


* The people of New England, who have water 
power and natural feciities for manufacturing, 
and have exchanged their products with States 
possessing agricultural advuntages, must now 
plow a rocky, sterile soil deeper, With a view to 
increasing their.own food supply. on which 
freight is increased. The manufacturer must 
locate Gearer the cotton fleids, the iron or coal 
mine, and his principal market in consequenve 
of largely increased freight. 


These statements -refute themselves. 
Freight rates from the West to the seaboard 
have never been so low,as during te last 
year, andif the New England farmers have 
to “plow deeper ”’ it is because cheap trans- 
portation has exposed them to severer com- 
petition. from the Mississippi , Valley. 
charges had been increased it dould only be 
to the advantage of the New Engiana farm- 
er. If the abolition of rebates and favorit- 
ism has cut off New England manufacturers 
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stopping rate “ wars,’’ checking scaiping ana 
commission-paying, and limiting 1f not abol- 
ishing the pass system and other abuses. As 
a result, with raves lower than ever before 
the roads have just closed'a year of unusual 
and remarkable prosperity, so strongly in 
contrast with the old order of things that 
the lamentations about “ruin” and “ baok- 
ruptey ” so profuse only a few months ago 
have wholly ceased. — 

Tne good effects of the Inter-State act 
have resulted largely from the wise refusal 
to restrict the free competiwuon of the Cana- 
dian lines. It is true that the American roads 
have fought the law and organized trust 
schemes and combines of doubtful legality, 
but they have not been able to get the Cana- 
diar lines into such combinations. The lat- 
ter are sq situated that they will remain 
effective competitors against the ' pooled 
American lines if not interfered with by 
law. Tne Inter-State act is not yet thor- 
oughly enforced and many instances can be 
found where.the equalization of rates has 
been accomplished byTeveling up instead of 
down. Inall cases like that cited by Mr. 
Morse in respect to the rates on dressed beef 
from Chicago shippers should go to the 
courte or the- Inter-State Commission to 
compel the carriers to make only fair and 
reasonable charges. But Mr. Morse does 
not desire a better enforcement of the Inter- 
State act. In the interest of stock-watering 
constitdents he wants to go back to the old 
system of speculation and gambling in 
stocks, wrecking and paralicling, and shov- 
ing off chromos on the public. The public 
interests are the very last things he cares 
for. He represents the class who say, ** The 
public be damned.”’ 


THE NEGRO RUSH TOINDIAN TERSITORY. 

The negro wave which is now sweeping 
southerly from Kansas in large volume and 
westward to some extent from the Carolinas 
into Indian Territory is one of the most sig- 
pidcant features@f the time and may yet be 
far-reaching in its effects on the whole labor 
system and race question of the South. The 
exodus of the biacks into their “ promised 
land,” which at first began gradually, is now 
steadily increasing. From a few hundreds 
it has swelled into the thousands, and as the 
news spreads through the medium of agents 
and preachers and the new settiers them- 
selves it looks as if the movement would 
grow intoa b20m and the forward advance 
into a mighty rush. 

The prospect is an inviting one. The Terri- 
tory is as ldrge as Missouri or Arkansas. 
With the exception of the strip west of the 
100th degree of longitude it is fertile, arable 
land, easily cultivate1, and will grow cotton, 
grain, and vegetables. It can easily accom- 
modate 2,000,000 negroes, for asa rule they 
do not want large tarms, Forty acres and a 
mule will satisfy them. The Indians are 
friendiy to them, and would rather have 
them for neighbors than whites, of whom 
they are afraid, and are willing W seli to 
them land which they do not want, and that 
is considerable, as there are only fifty or 
sixty thousand Indians all toid in the whale 
Indian Territory. The blacks also have a 
legal right.in the * strip’? by the provisions 
of the treaty with the Choctaws made in 
1866. Evidently, then, there is the possibilivy 
of a black State in the Southwest. 

The prospect opened up by such.a possibil- 
ity is not caloulated to inspire our Billy 
Springer with cheerfulness. It has been one 
of his dreams to orggnize that Territory into 
a Democratic State, but after a couple of 
millions of Republican blacks have poured in 
there from the Southern States and settied 
down away goes Springer’s darling scheme. 
Even at the present rate of biack population 
his hopes are dasned, It is in order, there- 
fore, to expect a cooling off on Biily’s part 
and an ominous silence hereafter from the 
Springtield statesman, The prospect for the 
Southern whites is also ominous. When the 
rush fairly begins, when the piow stands 
in the feld and the mule is unfed and the 
cotton is not planted, the Southern whites 
who have been sitting on the fences or store 
boxes of the cross-roa¢'s stores whittling pine 
sticks gnd complaining of the negro * be- 
cause he won’t work” at the pay they offer 
him will have to climb down ahd take 
up the cotton hoe for themseives. Such an 
exodus bids fair to upset many of the exist- 
ing conditions and to help soive some 
troublesome questions, not the least of which 
is the race problem. A rush of a couple ot 
millions of negroes out of the congested dis- 
tricts of the cotton States will greatly sim- 
plify race and political matters down there. 
How the labor question would be settled re- 
mains to be seen, 
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THE BLAIR MENDICANCY BILL. 

The Blair bill for the promotion of men- 
dicancy in the public schools is likely to come 
to a hearing at any time in the Senate. So 
long therefore as it is a matter of necessity 
that Congress must take cognizance of this 
chronic nuisance, which for eight years has 
occupied its attention more or less, 11 1s to be 
hoped that it will do so as speedily as possi- 
ble ana give it the coup de grace. The Senator 
from New Hampshire is making a desperate 
effort this time and expresses confidence of 
success, because both Houses of Congress at 
last have a Republican majority, to grab the 
70 millions of Federal money to spoil the pub- 
lic schools and destroy self-help and self- 
respect. If the bill can now be killed by a 
comfortable vote it may convince Senator 
Biair that no one, Democrat or 
South or North, wants it. This year there 
should be a majority against it strong enough 
to end it. : 

Since action was last taken upon the bill 
additional testimony to the opposition of tne 
South and to the mischief which its agitation

The proposed in tinental railroad 
which is te connect North.and South Amer 
ica, starting southward from the City of 
Mexico, is now supplemented by a proposi- 
tion from H. ©. Parsons of Virginia to build 
another road, less than 2,000 miles in length, 
beginuing at Cartagena, on the northern 
coast of Colombia, thence funoing south 
through Eouador to Cuzco, in Peru, where it 
will connect with the road already building 
northward trom the Argentine Confedera- 
tion. A company hes already been formed 
under a charter from the State of Virginia 
and trustees appointed—the latter being 
Judge Granville P. Hawes of New York, ex- 
Senator T. M. Norwood of Sé@vannah, Ga., 
John W. Thompson, a Washington banker, 
and A. W. Campbell ot Wheeling, W. Va 
The first step to bé taken will be tne survey 
of the route, and for this a fund of $500,000 
has been raised, Great difficulties will stand 
in the way, especially among the mountains. 
as huge peaks will confront the surveyors in 
Ecuador and Bolivia, but ip thes® days of 
science itis premature to consider anything 
as insurmountable, and the success which 
has crowned the efforte of the builders of 
the road running east and west in piercing 
the Andes with tunnels will be encouraging 
to the projectors of the nurth aud south road. 
Tne new road, it is claymed, will pass 
through an exceedingly fertile country to 
the north, in many sections rich in gold and 
silver and abounding in conl and timber. A 
considerable portion af thé road will run 
through an almost virgin region, very sparse- 
ly populated, but once opened up the project- 
ors are certain that its natural re- 
sources will attract a large colonization. 
The country penetrated by the road is one 
of the most picturesque ia the world, and 
the enthusiasthe projectors are confident that 
within five years it will be the favorite route 
of tourists instead of the European. It will 
at least be a new experiénce when the trav- 
eler can purchase his through tickets from 
New York to Chicago, thence to the City of 
Mexico, through Central America, and down 
through the wild scenery of the Andes to 
the heart of Peru, thence eastwardly through 
Bolivia, Buenos Ayres, atid Brazil to Rio 
Janeiro, and home by steamer to New York. 
For some time to come it is evident that 
human enterprise and energy will concen- 
trate themselves upon the great work of 
opening up Africa and South America, the 
one to civilization and the other to com- 
merce. England seems destined to accom- 
plish the one and the United States, if she 
is quick to seize her opportunities, the otber. 


WHY IS GEN, MORGAN NOT CONFIRMED?! 

Why is the contirmation of the appoint- 
meat of Gen. Morgan for Indian Commis- 
sioner so long delayed? Every one of the 
underhanded charges brought against him 
by sectarian malice has been disproved be- 
fore the Senate committee. Gen. Morgan 
meteach charge in detail and disposed of it 
80 satisfactorisy that the committee by a 
vote of 6 to 1 y@gorted in favor of his con- 
firmation, and yet the Senate is either neg- 
lecting its duty, which is an injustice, or is 
temporizing with sectarian clamor, which is 
a still greater injustice to the excellent gen- 
tleman ana expert officiai who holds the ap- 
pointment at the hands of the President and 
who should have been confirmed long ago. 
Unable to beat him in the committee 
these persistent sectariahs are now seek- 
ing to prejudice individual Senators against 
him by trumping up new charges as un- 
founded as the others and by secret ietters 
and lobby pressure. The charges originated 
with a clerk who had properly been dis- 
charged becausé of inefficiency and insubor- 
dination, as the record shows, and were 
eagerly seized upon by tne authorities of the 
church to which he happened to belong to pre- 
vent Gen, Morgan’s nomin&tion. Now that 
every one of the charges has bewn refuted the 
duty of the Benate is to promptiy confirm 
him, not only as @ matter of justice to the 
General himseif but as a rebuke to the 
sectarian intermeddiers, If it fails an its 
duty it not only does a gross injustice to the 
most competent official who has ever held 
the position, but it invites a renewal of this 
sectarian intermeddling whenever any dis- 
charged clerk may ot of revenge open 
up the opportunity for it. The public is 
already familiar with the facts in this case, 
and they do not need repeating. The Senate 
is familiar with them and so is the President, 
who has never wavered in his desire to have 
Gen. Morgan confirmed aud freed from the 
obstacles which must inevitably stand in his 
way so longas his appointment remains un- 
confirmed. 

Gen. Morgan has already éstablished an 
enviable reputation for his comprehensive 
grasp of the indian question and his execu- 
tive ability to deal with 1t. To further delay 
action is not only totreat bim with the gross- 


yest injustice but toimperil the prospects of 


Indian education and civilization which have 
become so promising since he entered upon 
the duties of his office. 


WHIG AND DEMOCRAT. 
A Democratic paper, with amusing igno- 
rance of the politacal history of this coun- 
try, says: 


Seventy-five years the Democracy of Jet- 
ferson, Madison, and Jackson made things so 
uncomfortable for the Federalists that they re- 
nounced their name, gave over their party or- 
ganization, and inorder to make a pretense of 
respectability called themselves Whigs in the 
hope that they wouid not be recognized. 


The name “ Whig,” as the designation of a 
political party, was not known in this country 
till about 1834, when those Natuonal sover- 
eignty men who had been calting themselves 
Nawonal Republicans were foolishly induced 
to drop thas very descriptive name, which 
they should have retained, and cali them- 
selves *‘ Whigs” because during the Kevolu- 
tion the friends of American freedom were 
80 calied to distinguish them from the Tories. 
Thus in ao letter written by Gen. Jackson 
early in the century to a man who was a 
candidate for office he asks: “Are you and 
have you always been @m admirer of the 
true Whig principles of 1776?” Ana he says 
further that for a man to get the votes of the 
freemen of Tennessee he must have “ virtue, 
talents, and the true Whig principles of '76; 
in short, that be must be a Republican.” A)- 
most the first use of the word Whig to desig- 
nate the party which supported Clay for tne 
Presidency was in Philadeiphia in February, 
1834. 

So much for “Whig.” In February, 1824, 
in a document regarding the Congressional 
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against the acuon of the Senate committee. 
Nevertheless it did quite right, for to 
get these statistics would merely be 
to spend a quantity of money wuse- 
lessly. To make them of any value 
they should show how much is aatual- 
ly owing on these incumbfances and to what 
extent they represent either the purchase 
money of farms.or money borrowed because 
tne farmer was slipping bOetind in his busi- 
ness or that he borrowed and put the money 
into drainage, stock, machinéry, and build- 
ings, so that he may work his lands more 
profitably. Borrowed money to improve land 
is no more @ bad thing in farthing than bor- 
rowing in manufacturing to extend a plant 
orin storekeeping business, providing the 
borrower ig able so to use it that he can make 
enough to pay the interest and provide for 
meeting the loan at maturity. If it were pos- 
sibie to get.at the total pumber of foreclos- 
ures and the proportion-the money they rep- 
resent bears tothe total amount borrowed, 
and te compare it with similar figures for 
manufacturing arid commercial businesses, 
it could be ascertained whether mortgages 
were on the whole a good ora bad thing for 
farmers. The imperfect statistics available 
seem to show that there are fewer failures 
among borrowing farmers than in any ower 
business,

DEATH BLOCKS LEGISLATION IN OHIO. 


Great Mortality on the Demeoeratic Side 
of the Two Houses. 

Cotvmeus, G., Jan. 17,—Judge Ashburne 
was the third member of the present Legis- 
lature of Obio to die in less than three weeks, 
Representatives Knapp and Lawlor preced- 
ing him. All three were Democrats, and as 
the Democratic majority in each House is 
small tue Democrats are looking anxiously 
to the politacal aspect of the districts which 
will soon-elect their successors. The Senate 
had a Democratic majority of two. The death 
of Judge Ashburne cuts this to one, and as 
Senator Howells is too sick to attend sés- 
sions 10 political legislation can be done 
in that branch. Should a Republican suc- 
ceed Senator Ashburne that oranch of the 
Legisiature would be a tie and the President 
of the Senate, Lieut,-Gov. Lampson, having 
the deciding vote, would make it virtually a 
Republican body. [And it would also pre- 
vent the Democratic scheme to outrageously 
gerrymander the Congressional districts, just 
as was done in Indiana, where tne Kepubiic- 
ans, with 3,000 majority in the State, only 
elected three members of Congress to ten 
Democrats. | 

The House had a Democratic majority of 
six. The death of Kuapp and Lawior cut 
this down to four, while the illness of a half 
dozen other Democrats make the attempt to 
pass any political measure very hazardous 
for the Democrats. Senator Ashburne’s dis- 
trict, however, is reliably Democratic, as are 
also the cOunties that elected Messrs. Knapp 
and Lawlor, so that when special elections 
have been held the Legislature wili hkely 
stand as originally chosen politically.

NEGRO EXODUS INTO ARKANSAS. 


Thousands of Biacks Leaving the Olid 
States of the Soath. 

Lrrriz Rock, Ark.,. Jan. 19.—[Special.)— 
Within the iast two weeks it is estimated 
that not less than 2,500 negroes have been 
brought into tnis Stave. They have been 
gathered in Georgia, North and South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, and Mississippi: by Arkansas 
planters and agents of the various railroad 
companies and will ba ‘employed as plante- 
tion bands. The number given willbe aug- 
mented inside of the — ora om be by 
as many more, swelling the to mmigra- 
tion to 5,000. ™. planter Nee the south- 
ern part of the tate passed 
through here today from Mississippi, where 
he had secured thirty or forty families of 
colored peopie with which to tend and gather 
next year’s cotton crop. “I went myseif,’’ 
he said, “ana selected such persons as I 
thought would beof most service to me. | 
visited several Mississippi counties and had 
no troublein picking up laborers. 1 could 
have secured a hundred families just as easi- 
ly. In fact, they are only too giad to get 
away from the sterile Mississippi 
uplands and settle in Arkansas. 
I furnish cabins, mules, harness, plows, 
land to work, and seed to and give 
them one-half of all they raise. it is these 
terms which make them anxious to leave the 
old, worn-out plantauons further south and 
move into a comparatively new country. 
This State needs a vast number of laborers, 
no matter what may be said to the contrary 
by the State press and some of our public 
men, There aré today thousands of acres of 
fine cotton lands in Arkansas uncultivated 
for want of hands with which to work 
them.”’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—[Special. |—So- 
licitor-General Chapman of the Department of 
Justice died today. He was taken down with 
the influenza nearly a fortnight ago, but was re- 
covering from it when Bright's disease super- 
vened and caused his death, Mr, Chapman was 
about 55 years old. He was a leading lawyer of 
Binghamton, N. Y., and an active Republican 
leader. He was appointed Solicitor-General last 
spring on the recommendation of ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Piatt and members of Congress.

WHO GET THE STEWART FORTUNE. 


The Total May Come to Fitteen Millicss— 
The Legatees. 

New York Sun: In the carefully worded 
statement of tne settlement given out by the 
counsel Thursday there was nothing which 
would give the reader aclear idea of what 
amount of property each individual heir will 
receive. A gentleman qualified to speak said 
yesterday: 

As it appears now, the property included 
in the Stewart estate outside of the specific 
legacies, if carefully handied, will amount to 
fully $15,000,000. It would be necessary, in 
order to obtain this result, that such of the 
property as will be sold shall be put upon the 
market .judiciousiy. Of this amount, the 
annuities for the Misses Clinch, the 
specific legacies, and _ the 000

will amount altogether to $3,000,000. One- 
quarter of the remaining $12,000,000 will go to 


Charles J. Clinch, Mrs. Stewart's nephew,

St. Louis Republic: It is bard to realize that 
Capt. Jack Huynes, the engineer in charge 
of the elevator engine at the Fagin Building, 
is 102 years old, for as he stood in front of 
the structure the other morning no one 
would have placed his age at over 65 years, 
and there would ever. have been some mis- 
givings as to his being quite that venerable.

In the First Ward, the heaviest colored set 
tiement in the city, the negroes left until yer 
terday the pastor of a once flourishing cop- 
gregation found but six members left, turned 
over tue church property to the trustees, and 
sought work to earn his daily bread. The

_ FLOCKED BY THOUSANDS. 


In a Tennessee town occupied entirely by 
negroes property has been soid out at nominal 
prices. hat is true of Topeka is true of 
Lawrence and every other city in the State, 
W. DL. Eagleson, Business Manager of the 
Oklahoma Immigration en says there 
are now 22,000 negroes ie Oklahoma, 
and there will be 50,000 before spring. 
Letters have been sent w Barnwell 
and other Southern points where outrages 
have beer reported, inviting a general immi- 
gration to Oklahoma, and letters ved 
state that thousands of colored people are 
coming through in wagons this winter to take 
up ciaims in the new territory. The 
Cherokees are willing that colored 
people should settle in the strip, and 
would sell it for their  settiement 
exclusively while they would not sell to 
white settlers. Eagleson thinks ag, Peo 
to have that country, which he says Lincoln 
and the Republican party promised to give 
them. *We are determined to take it,” he 
says, “and make it one of the grand- 
est States in the Union. I favor 
Col. Morgan’s echeme to. purchase 
the Cherokee strip and other lands 
in the Indian erritory exclusively 
for negro settlement. Give u8 the Biair 
bill, the Indian Territory, and Senator Bat- 
ler’s $5,000,000 and we sbail_ be content.” 
Prof, Soiomon Watkins of the Topeka public 
schools has issued an address to the negroes 
of Kansas urging upon them the a 
of settling in the Indian ‘Territory 
and maki it their own. He claims 
that if ongress has the right to 
appropriate money to deport ex-slaves to the 

ngo Vulley it the right to buy land for 
colored people. The latitude ot Oklahoma is 
nearly that of the cotton-growing States. 
Colonist» who went there last summer 
raised. heavy crops before snow came, built 
comfortabie cabins, found abundant timber, 
good water, and game in abundance. 

FIRSD WITH AMBITION. 

The reports they sent out fired the ambi- 
tion of their race, and there is now a strong 
ana growing ambition to form a Common- 
wealth that shail memeee exclusively to the 
Afro-American. There is nota particle of 
doubt that, be Congréssional legislation 
what it may, there will be built up 
on the southern border of Kansas in 
the next two years a community in which 
colored people will rule as absolutely as do 
the whites in Kansas. There is nota black 
man inthis country but looks to this cuon- 
summation; the enthusiasm has spread 
to their Southern brethren; the tide of im- 
migration, already great, will soon be at the 
tiood. ‘That the whites will eventually yieid 
this country to the blacks is a fore- 

one conclusion. The most interesting 
eature of the Government is the certainty of 
the quick absorpwuon of the entire Indian Na- 
tuon Dy tne negroes and the amalgamation of 
the two races. What such a union in the 4 
heart of this Republic means for the future 
is left for the intelligent citizen to decide. 
Already No Man‘’s Land is conceded to be- 
long to’ the tract that is to be settled 
by the negroes, and a slovelier one 
does not exist in the West. On the south of 
it is the Panhandle of Texas, now inhabited 
by outiaws and renegades, This will fall an 
easy prey to the dark’ race, and soon they 
will control all that territory stretching from 
the Cimarron to the Rio Grande and from 
the Arkansas to the foothills of the Rock- 
ies. Congress need not wrestic with this 
problem, for it seems to be in a faig 
way to settle itself. Deputy United States 
Marsha! Varnum of Norman, Oklahoma, says 
lots that were worth only $50 a week ago are 
now selling for $350. Norman ison the bor- 
der of Oklahoma Territory, just across from 
tne Chickasaw country, which bas long been 
freely cultivated and 1s a perfect en 
spot.

These Roads Will Either Have to Annual 
Their Traffic Agreement or Get Out of 
the Association—No Chance That Such 
Action Will Be Taken—Other Railway 
News. 


Western railroad officials admit that the 
Gentieman’s Association has outlived its us¢- 
fulness, and that for all the good it wiil do ia 
the fuwire it might as well have been dis- 
solved by the Presidents’ meeting in New 
“York last week. The main object for which 
the meeting was held in New York instead 
of Chicago, as usual, was to enable the bank- 
ers’ triaagie ava Jay Gould to bring such 
pressure to bear upon the Presidents of the 
Western roads as would get them to consent 
to a reorganization of the association and 
make 1t what it was intended that it should 
be when it was first suggested by the East- 
erp magnates—namely: a trust, or as near & 
trust as could judiciously be done. 

The first step to be taken in order to ac 
compilish that resuit was to change the arbi- 
tration clause of the agreement soas to make 
arbitration tinal. As it 1s a road need not 
comply with the award of the arbitrator, 
and if the decision denies a road the right to 
reduce arate the road may putin effect the 
reduced rate, notwithstanding the decision 
of the arbitrator. During the last few 
months scarcely any decisions of the arbi- 
trators were allowed tostand. The result 
was that rates could be no better maintained 
under the agecement than before the asso- 
ciatuon was formed. 

President Gouid of the Missouri Pacific 
and President Ashley of the Wabash fre- 
quently declared during the last six months 
nat they would not remain members of the 
associanon if arbitration was not made final. 
The question, however, was not even men- 
tioned at the New York meeting, which 
made haste to adjourn after a session of 
@bout an hour’s duration, Decause it was 

that the discussion regard- 
the Chairman’s decision, deciaring 
ee the Union Pacific and Northwestern in 
forming a combination had violated the 
agreement, would lead to serious conse- 
quences and cause an immediate dissolution 
of the association. Toat was not wanted by 
_ the magnates, because business is unusually 
jeavy and none of them are inclined to get 
into a row that might lead to a general de- 
moralization of rates. For that reason Chair- 
man Waiker of the Gentlemen’s Association 
and the Chairmen of the various auxiliary 
associations were appointed a committee to 
devise a pian for tne reorganization of the 
association and report to the next quarterly 
ae ° of the Presidents. By this action 
time be gained w give the bankers’ tri- 
angie anc the Eastern magnates an opportu- 
nity to perfect their plans for a trust and 
carry out the various coasclidauon schemes 
now in process of formation. . 
* As matters now stano there is no earthly 
chance for bringing about a reorganization 
of the association. Whatever hope there 
was was destroyed by the formation 
of atraffic alliance bétween the Union, Pa- 
cifie and Northwestern. That arrangement 
engendered such bitter hostility amon@ sbe 
competitors of those roads as to cause them 
to declare a general boyoott against the 
Union Pacific. So bitter ie this feeling that 
even with the present rush of business the 
association would have been broken up but 
for the decision of UChairman Walker that
